3. Area sown.—F rom the annexed abstract of the district 
returns, it will be seen that the normal area under the early 
cotton crop in this Province is 89,800 acres, The area 
actually sown this year is estimated at 86,200 aeres as against 
87,600 acres sown last year. The decrease is slight, and is 
attributable to unfavourable weather at the time of sowing. 

4. Character of the crop—It will be seen from the 
appended statement that out of the fifteen districts which 
grow early cotton, only two (Ranchi arid Singhbhum) have 
estimated a normal crop. Balasore, Monghyr, Manbhum, and 
Hazaribagh haye returned a crop of between 90 and 100 
per cont., while four others (Palamau, Midnsnore, Bhagalpur, 
and the Sonthal Parganas) anticipate an out’... of between 80 
and 90 per cent. In the remaining five districts the estimate’ 
varies between 50 and 80 per cent, Taking the Province as'a 
whole, the outturn this year promises to be much better than 
that obtained last year, and may be estimated at about 90 
per cent, as against 64 per cent. estimated in 1899.

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SUMMARY OF THE MBTEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS — 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS | 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1900. ~ 


Wearuer during November was fine and settled with little or no interruption over both 
the Province and the Bay. Even in the extreme south, where monsoon conditions still 
obtain in ordinary years, there was no cyclonic disturbance, and the only appearance of a 
depression was in the early days of the month, when pressure fell briskly on the Madras coast. 
The depression which must have formed over the central parts of the south of the Bay 
became diffused on approaching the Madras coast, and oaused cloudy weather with a few 
light showers over a wide area, The rainfall area extended slowly northwards, and the 
only rainfall recorded in the Province during the month occurred daring the early days, and 
appears to have been caused by the above disturbance. 

Vhe showers in Orissa and South-West Bengal were barely measurable, but in East 
Bengal nearly a quarter of the normal amount for the month was received. Chota Nagpur, 
Bihar, and North Bengal were entirely rainless. 

With the unbroken cloudless weather which became establishe1 after the first week and 
continued throughout the month, day temperature was steadily above the normal, and on 
an average for the whole month was in excess by considerable amounts. Tae 
excess was 3° at Burdwan, Caleutta, Noakhali, and Chittagong. Owing probably to the 
westerly winds being more persistent than usual towards Burma, low night readings were 
most frequent at eastern stations and in tho north of the Bay, the greatest defect being 2° to 
4° in Arakan. Mean exoess was 1° in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, aud Assam, and about half a 
degreo in Bengal Proper and Orissa. 

At the beginning of the month pressure was above the normal at all stations, most so 
on the Madras coast, where excess was ‘1 inch, and the area of lowest pressure was over tho 
south of the Bay. The westerly winds at Madras stations showed an indraught towards 
@ depresssion probably at no great distance from the coast as pressure had begun to fall 
there, but wind force was about average. The fall of prossure continued on the 2nd; and 
as a rise had begun in the east and north of the Ben the depression was more to the west, but 
winds were still wosterly on the Madras coast. ‘I'he variation from normal pressure on that 
date ranged from less than ‘01 inch in the south-west of the Buy to about +l inch in Assam, 
Heavy cloud had spread northwards from Burma, being fairly general in Bengal, and light 
showers fell at three stations in Eust Bengal. Tho westward motion of the depression ceased 
on the 3rd ; pressure rose in the west and fell in the east, a change which continned more 
rapidly on the 4th, by which time all trace of the disturbance had ceased, except that a 
few showers were still falling in East Bengal. There was then a steep pressure gradient 
from north-west to south-east, and north-westerly winds generally prevailed over the bay aud 
the Province. : 

The xelaerey low pressure in the east with the sceamapenying westerly winds remained 
the chief feature during the subsequent week, and fine settled weather was general, except in 
the extreme south-west of the Bay, where heavy rain began on the 6th, but was of short 
duration, Temperature was practically normal during those days, except in Bengal Proper, 
where excess awouuted to 2° or 3°, . 

Between the 11th and 17th pressure steadily but slowly increased, fin settled weather 

wailed, and temperature was normal over the Province. After a brisk fall of pressure on 
the latter date the slow rise again set in; and temperature was more in excess in Bengal than 
at any other time during the month. These changes were, however, the oscillations usual in 
fine weather, but in the south it was not so settled, as rainfall was more heavy at Madras 
stations on the 19th and 20th 

There was no noticeable change over the Province or the north of the Bay till the 23rd, 
when a very shallow depression entored the western districts. It caused a slight increas of 
cloud, a faint cyclonic wind circulation, and a rise of temperature which was chiefly confined 
to the west of the Province. ‘This slight disturbance ceased on the 25th, and the only chi 
during the remaining days was a moderate fall of pressure which began in Assam ome 
27th, caused a shallow depression along the foot of the Himalayas, with westerly or south- 
westorly winds on the 28th, and was followed oO a rapid rise on the 29th, These changes 
‘wore not accompanied by any increase of cloud, and the only rainfall during those days was 
at ie ‘Temperature fell in the east, but, as during the greater part of the month, it 
remained above the normal in tue western districts. On the lust day of the month pressure, 
temperature, and winds were practically normal, and ordinary oold-season weather prevailed. 

Pressure was ey normal for the month as a whole. Somo slight excess is 
shown in Chota Nagpur and Orissa, and a defect rather larger in Bihar and North page, 
differences which, though slight, probably account for winds being more southerly 
usual in South Bihar, 

Changes of pressure were of the oscillatory character usual in settled weather, and were 
emall with one or two not very marked exceptions, the most noticeable being near the end of 
the mer when o cepeie over A ss districts for a day for two.

Character of the season.— Appendix II of this report 

‘shows the rainfall of the season, ¢. ¢., from May to Novem- 

r ber 1900. ‘The anée-monsoon showers commenced in April, 
but gave less than the normal rain both in that month and 
in the next over the greater part of the Province, though in 
South-West Bengal and in the Chota Nagpur Division the 
fall was unu heavy. In June, the rainfall, though 
much aia rae was not deficient on the whole. The rain 
in July: was fairly continuous and well distributed, the only 
— noticeable deficiency being in the Burdwan and Chota 
Nagpur Divisions. In August, the fall was badly distri- 

buted and was more or less in defect everywhere, except

in Orissa and the adjacent districts. The fall was much 
more copious and general in September, and in the Burdwan, 
Presidency and the “Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally 
heavy. It ceased abruptly, however, in October, during 
which month there was very little rain anywhere, except in 
Orissa, while in November there was practically no rain at 
all, The season has on the whole been an unfavourable 
one for the winter rice crop. 

Arca sown:—‘The figures denoting the normal area under 
this crop have been revised by several District Officers since 
the submission of the preliminary forecast, with the result 
that the total normal area under winter rice now stands at 
31,530,000 acres, Estimates of the area actually sown 
this year with winter rice have also been revised in some 
cases, in consequence of which the total of column 7 of 
Appendix I now shows 28,949,900 seres, The total area 
cultivated with winter rice last year amounted to 31,239,800 
acres. he decrease in the area sown is mainly due to the 
want of rain at the time of sowing and transplanting. 

Character of the crop.—From the abstract of the district 
returns contained in Appendix I, it will appear that only 9 
districts out of 45 (Haceareunie, Champaran, Muzaffurpur, 
Bhagalpur, the Sonthal Parganas, Ranchi, Palamau 
Manbhum and Singhbhum) estimate an outturn of 100 per 
“cent, or over. In 14 districts the crop is estimated at 
between 80 and 100 per cent., and in 20 districts it is 
estimated at between 50 and 80 per cent., while two only 
(the 24-Parganas and Patna) show an outturn below 
50 per cent. On comparing the present estimates of tho 
crop with those made in October last, it will be seen that 
prospects have improved in 15 districts, have remained 
unchanged in 10, and have deteriorated in 20. In my 
preliminary forecast in October last, 1 estimated that 
88 per cent. (or 14 annas) of a normal crop would be 
harvested. According to the estimates now made by the 
District Officers, the outturn for the Province would not 
exceed 84 per cent. of the normal, but as there appears to 
me to be reasons to believe that some officers have under- 
estimated the prospects of the crop, I am not inclined ta 
make any change in my original estimate, and think we 
may count on harvesting 88 per cent. of the normal crop of 
the Province as a whole, 

Gross outturn,—If£ the outturn reaches 88 per cent., as 
estimated by me, the gross outturn for the Province will 
amount to about 281,000,000 cwts. this year, as compared 
with an outturn of 310,000,000 ewts. in 1899. :

The Report of the Honorary Committee for the Management of the Zoolog'cal Garden, - 
Caloutta, for the year 1899-1900. 

Tue total receipts of the Garden were Rs. 52,70, which sum includes an 
opening balance of Rs. 8,+25, The actual receipts during the year amounted to 
Rs, 44,145 as compared with Rs. 38,419 during It 93-99, and Rs. 39,557 during 
1897-98, The increase was chiefly due to the liberal contributions aggregating 
Rs, 4,000 made to the funds of the Gurden by His Excellency the Viceroy, 
His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabid, and Raja Bonoy Krishna. The 
number of visitors who paid entrance money is shown below in comparison 
with the numbers since 1891-92 :—

In addition to these, students of different schools and children under 
age were admitted free of charge, and the Committee remark that the 
opularity of the Garden with the studeats and teachers of various educational 
institutions in Calcutta is not unnaturally increasing. 
2 The total expenditure of the Garden increased from Rs, 36,925 to 
Rs. 46,682 during the fd under report. The increase was due chiefly to 
larger expenditure by the amount of Rs, 3,412 on the purchase and transport 
of animals, and the remainder on the construction of the house for the smaller 
carnivora and in extra repuirs. ‘Ihe year clused with a balance of Rs, 6,288. 
3. The collection of animals in the Garden received an addition of 78 
mamma's, 299 birds and 91 reptiles during the year. These were obtained 
as giffs or on deposit, or by purchase, or by exchange with foreign Zoological 
Gardens. Only nine mammals and one bird were born in the Garden during 
“the year. In compianie with the orders passed in the Government Resolu- 
tion on last ale enor the Committee have, for the first time, submitted the 


following table showing the number of animals in the Gard2n on the 31st March

Final Report on the Bhadoi Crops of Bengal, 1900. 


Explanatory —This report formerly included all kinds 
of bhadoi crops, and figures for jute, indigo, cotton, and 
bhadoi til, for which separate forecasts are issued by this 
Department were also given in it. With Government order 
No. 2369T.—R., dated the 8rd November last, instructions 
were received for the omission from bhadoi and rabi fore- 
casts of all crops for which separate reports are issued. 
These orders have been carried out, and this is the first note 
on the bhadoi crops from which figures of jute, indigo, and 
bhatoi til have been excluded. 

2. Character of the season—T he character of the season, 
up to the middle of September was described in the prelimi- 
nary forecast of this crop, which was issued on the 20th 
September last. The rainfall in April and May was deficient 
in almost all parts of these Provinces, that in June and 
July, though more copious, was capriciously distributed, 
while in August there was again a deficieucy. In September 
the fall was sufficient everywhere, and in the Presidency, 
Burdwan, and the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally heavy. 
In October, however, the rains ceased abruptly, and there was 
very little rain anywhere, except in Orissa, during that month, 
while in November there has Sati practically no rain at all. 
The season has not, on the whole, been a favourable one 
for the bhadoi crops. 

8. Area sown.—Excluding the areas sown with jute, 
indigo, and b/adoi tii, the normal area under the different bhadoi 
crops in this Province now stauds at 13,660,900 acres. The 
area cultivated this year with the bhadoi crops is 13,226,500 
acres as against an area of 12,972,700 acres sown last yoar, 








when the sca on was exceptionally unfavourable. The aren 
under b/adoi focd crops is estimated at 12,704,2C0 acres 
against 12,478,100 acres estimated last year. 

4, Outéurn,—It will be seen from the annexed abstract 
statement of the district returns that out of the 45 di-tricts in 
the Province, only six districts (Soran, Mal’a, Hazaribegh, 
Ranchi, Manbhum, and Singhblum) report a crop of 
100 per cent or over; in nine districts (Rajshahi, Dinaj- 
pur, Darjeeling, Bogra, Patna, Champaran, Darbhanga, 
Angul, and Palamau) the outturn yaries between 90 and 
100 yer cent, in 13 others it varies between 60 end 90 
per_cent.; in 14 others between 70 and 80 per cent.; 
while in the remaining three it varies between 50 and 
70 per cent. ‘Taking the Province 1s a whole, the 
District Off cers estimate the outtun of the varius bhadoi 
crops at 87 per cent, of a normal crop against a 65 per cent. 
crop estimated lest year. Inthe preliminary forecast issued in 
September lat, the total outturn was estimated by this 
Department st 92 per cent. of a normal crop, but this esti- 
mate must be slightly reduced in view of the unfavourable 
westhtr that hes prevailed since it was originally framed, 
ard I now think that the outturn of these crops should be 
e:timated as 90 per cent, of the normal. 

Crise outturn.—\t is impossible to frame any approxi- 
mate estimate of outturn for these b/ad i crops, except in the 
cave of bladoi rice. Taking 86 per cent. as representing the 
probuble outtuin of this crop, the gross outturn of cleaned 
‘hadvi vice may be estimated at 48,:46,900 cwts. as against 
44,372,700 ewts. estimated last year.
